WAS A NATIVE OF MAINE. 


Death In England of the "Father of 


American Watch Making. 


WiLTHAM, Mass., Jan 
10. A cable- 


gram, received by the officials of tlie 
American Watch Factory, this morning, 
announced tho death in Birmingham, 
England, of Aaron L. Dennison, the 
"Father of American watch 
making," 


and the man In whose genius originated 
the present mammoth American Watch, 
Factory and its off shoot, the great 
factory at Elgin, 111., 


Mr. Dennison was born March 12,1812, 


at Frceport, Me. In 1849, Mr. Edward 
Howard, clock and scale maker, of Bos- 
top, tried to get Mr. Dennison Interested 
in building locomotives',hut in the end Mr. 
Dennison converted Mr. iltnvuri! to his 
own watch making theories on the inter- 
changeable plan. 


Together they went In search of a 


capitalist who was found in Samuel 
Curtis, of Boston, who Invested $20,000 
for their experiments. 
T. P. Davis, 


Howard's partner, also gave them finan- 
cial aid. They were called visionaries 
and olhervv ise scoiTed at, but they pcrse- 
veied, even though their first venture 
proved a dismal failure, owing to the 
lack of sufficient financial backing. 


In 1840 Mr. Dennlson began to build 


machines for making parts of Watches in 
the Howard & Davis factory 
In 1860 


thev bjiilt a small factory of their own 
In Roxbury and some Swiss und English 
watchrJmkors were eet.ut work. 


In 1860 the model of the first watch 


was completed, corresponding with the 
18 size fqll plate watch of to-day. It 
was made to run eight davs at first. 
The firm was the American Uorological 
Company. Later the name n as changed 
to the Warren Manufacturing Company 
and this concern placed the first watch 
on the market in ISO!!.

factory was moved to Walthatq and in 
1867 ll became Appleton, Tracey & Co., 
and later still the name of Koyal E.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10. 
The Senate 


considered the uncut deficiency bill. 


Mr. Bill previously [suggested that 


there might be an understanding that all 
of the bill should be disposed of to-day 
except tbe appropriation for the collec- 
tion of the Income tax and that that 
shonld K° over till next week. 


Mr. Cuckrell said that he hardly felt 


justified in delaying action on tbe bill 
till next week. 


The presiding officer put tbe question 


on Mr. Cockrell's question for unani- 
mous consent but objection was made by 
Mr. Quay, of Pennsylvania, and Mr. 
Cockrell then luoved that the Senate 
proceed to the consideration of the ur- 
gent deficiency bill and the motion was 
agreed to, yeas 43; nays 2. 


The first amendment In the bill which 


aroused opposition was that Inserting 
the word "fractional" in the Item appro- 
priating $100,000 for recolnage of silver 
coins. 
It was adopted, yeas 40; nays 3. 


The amendment Inserting an item of 


$200,000 for continuing the Improvement 
of the harbor of Galveston. Texas, was 
agreed to, with tbe Insertion ol the 
words, "under the existing contract.'' 


The bill having been finished In com- 


mittee of the whole, except as to the 
collection of the Income tax, Mr. Bill, 
(Dem., N. Y.) offered as an amendment 
the one of which Mr. Quay, (Hop , Pa.) 
gave notice that "nothing in any law to 
the contrary shall preclude any court of 
the United States having jurisdiction on 
tbe parties, from considering and deter- 
mining as to the constitutionality 
and 


validity of the income tax." 


Mr. Quay referred to section 3224 of 


the revised statutes, which provides that 
no suit for the purpose of restraining the 
assessment or collection of taxes shall be 
brought In any court. 


That is for, restraining suits to set 


aside tbe assessment or collection of tax- 
es, not for testing the constitutionality 
of any act," Bald Mr. Cockrell, "No gov- 
ernmet could permit an injunction to be 
granted against the collection of taxes.'' 


Mr. Hill said there were several ways 


to testtheconstitutlonality of the statute 
imposing the tax. 
One would be where 


tbe officers proceeding to make an as- 
sessment or collection, to restrain It be- 
fore the tax was collected by a suit for a 
permanent injunction. But for thei stat- 
ute referred) to, any person liable to pay 
an Income tax could bring suit for a per- 
manent injunction. Any other method 
was tOiWait until the tax was collected 
and then bring suit. 
The easiest; test, 


tbe simplest method of raising the ques- 
tion Involved in the income tax, would 
be by a preliminary suit of injunction 
which ivould De heard, immediately ap- 
pealed by either side and could be speci- 
ally heard and decided by the su preme 
court o( the United States. 


The object of theamendment'was only 


to repeal the section for the purpose of 
this particular proceeding. It was ex- 
ceptional legislation. That there was 
rounded judgment on the part of the best 
legal talent iu this country that the in- 
come tax was unconstitutional In whole 
or part, could not be denied. The best 
lawyers In tbe land expressed their opin- 
ion upon it and advised clients that tbe 
tax was to be resisted in tbe great States 
which were to pay it. If this appropria- 
tion IB to be made the amendment simp- 
ly contemplated the abrogation of this 
particular income law, so that any liti- 
gant liable to pay it might proceed now, 
without waiting for property to be 
seized, and without waiting for a for- 
mal assessment. 


Mr. Ptffejr (Pop., Kun.) moved to lay 


Mr. Hill's resolution on the table. 
Mr. 


Cockreli asked Mr. Pefler to withdraw 
the motion. Mr. PelTer's motion was ref- 
lected without a division.
